BAD OIL AND FATAL ACCIDENTS. 
We published in the Gazette of Wednes­ 
day a letter from Dr. J. T. Reeve, metnb r 
of the 8late Board of Health, regarding the 
very bad quality of lllamioating oils which 
are found in nearly every market in the 
State. There is no doubt that a very large 
majority of the fatal kerosene oil accidents 
result from the use of a grade of oil which 
should not be sold, and which the law in 
some other State would prohibit from being 
sold. In many localities they not only use 
a dangerous kind of oil, but they use with 
it the old-fashioned lamp instead of the 
patent safety 
lamp, and more than 
that it Is becoming quite fashionable for 
servants and many other thoughtless peo­ 
ple to kindle a fire in a cooking stove with 
kerosene. 
The State Board of Health bas made a 
Cirelul examination of many specimens of 
oil, including samples ot oil which have 
exploded while actually la use, causing 
either the loss of property or lite, or re­ 
sulting in serious personal injury. In each 
of these tests the oil was found to be ex­ 
plosive at a temperature below that fre­ 
quently attained lo a common kerosene 
I amp, ani Dr. Reeve says that some were 
found to explode at 
a 
temperature 
below 
that 
olten 
reached 
in 
an 
ordinary living room. These^acts behoove 
the users of kerosene oil to get the best 
they can find In the market, and when 
they do that to get the best safety lamps 
in the market, and thus make the use of 
ill aminating olla as free from danger as 
possible. These facts should also remind 
the members of the forthcoming Legisla­ 
ture that In the State of Wisconsin there 
is no law to prohibit the sale of these dan­ 
gerous oils. In Michigan and some other 
States, there are laws which make it a 
criminal offense to sell a poor quality of 
kerosene oil, aod inasmuch as accidents 
from these vile oils are rapidly multiply­ 
ing the Legislature should 
take some 
ho Mi regarding the investigations which 
the State Board of Health has made, and 
not hesitate to act accordingly. If a legis­ 
lative act will prevent the use of these 
dangerous oils, and consequently save 
persons from iojury, and life and (property 
from destruction, there should be no delay 
in enacting the necessary law* 
In many portions of the State these dis­ 
tressing and oftentimes fatal accidents, are 
increasing in number and the lorn of life 
and the destruction of property Is nothing 
less than appalling. In this city, however, 
it is worthy of note that but few of these 
kerosene calamities occur. It has been 
proved by practical tests, that oil sold in 
the Janesville market is usually of aa ex­ 
cellent quality ; and another thing which 
tends to add security to the use of illumin­ 
ating oils is the patent safety lamp manu­ 
factured here, and which is incomparably 
the best kerosene lamp In the world. The 
facts, however, brought to light by 
fiwte Board ot Health, should arrest 
earnest attention of the Legislature.

Testimony of Hayden's W ife in the 
Herder Trial 
N ew H aven, Dec. IO—la the Hayden 
trial this morning the counts!, jury, and 
others appeared on time, none tha worse 
for the extended and wearying Jaunt of 
yesterday. 
Mrs. Hayden, wife of 
the 
clergyman, was recalled 
to the stand 
and continued her story of her husband's 
doings on the day of the tragedy. She told 
an earnest, straightforward story, Diving 
every Indication of truthfulness. Her cross- 
exam ination was short but severe. One 
of the strongest admissions secured w*9 
that she never knew that her husband, on 
the morniog of the murder had been to 
Middletown, whea he he purchased the ar­ 
senic, until she read it in a newspaper atter 
ms arrest. She said there had been some 
(alk about buying arsenic to kill rats, bat 
ne did not tell her on his return that he 
had bought any, nor did she know it till 
several days later. At the preliminary trial 
three weeks alter the murder, she testified 
before her husband. Today she was asked 
why she did not then tell of this purchase 
of areole, aod replied that her only rea­ 
son was that it was not inquired about. It 
is a singular fact, however, that at the first 
trial she mentioned everything else that be 
purchased on his Middletown trip. The 
theory of the State is that it Hayden 
administered this arsenic to hit victim, hit 
purchase had to be actuated for in some 
way ; therefore a package ot arsenic wa* 
procured by friends and placed in hit birn 
wnereit could be touud when wanted. 
These arrangements were not perfected at 
lUetime, as Mrs Hayden testified, and, 
when Hayden was called in the afternoon 
of toe day following, the arsenic had been 
pat in .the barn, and in his testimony he 
told for the first time after his arrest of his 
purchase, and where he had placed the 
poison.

Interesting Gossip in Bogard to Bach 
Thefts-T h e Wonton of Lincoln’* 
Day.

The advance publication of the Presi­ 
dent's message is a subject of nu small in­ 
terest htre. 
In several instances portions 
of President 
Lincoln's messages were 
published, aud the matter was attempted 
to be investigated by the Judiciary Com­ 
mittee of the House. When it was found 
that the inquiry would be likely to lead to 
to a good deal of scandal connected with 
the ladies of the White House, it came to 
a very abrupt termination by the Presi­ 
dent going to the Capitol himself and 
directing that the investigation should be 
suspended, 
The next instance was the time of Andy 
Johnson, when, through the oblivious 
condition of his son Dick, a copy of tho 
message Was handed to a correspondent to 
read over and see what he thought of it. 
The correspondent took advantage of the 
opportunity and had a stenographic copy 
made, returned the manuscript and pro­ 
nounced it an excellent message. 
The 
next morning the President was considers* 
bi 7 astonished when he found the docu* 
meet in print. 
President Grant a military methods were 
too much for the ingenuity of Washington 
correspondents, and In no instance did the 
text of hi9 message* appear before their 
submission to Congress, except what he 
gave to one or two of his confidential 
friends or a correspondent. It was the 
custom of tho General, when he had com­ 
pleted his message, to take his private 
secretaries. Porter, Bnlffln and Luckey— 
into one of the moat remote apartments of 
the Executive Mansion, and there set them 
to work to make six manifold copies for 
the U9e of the press, which, when finished, 
were taken by the President, placed in an 
envelope and held until the committee of 
Congress reported the two house* organ­ 
ized. Ho men submitted the manuscript 
copies tor the use of tho two houses, aud 
upon the return or Private Secretaries 
Generals Porter or Babcock, he authorized 
the disposlogof the six manifold copies. 
Wade Mr. Boutwell was Secretary of 
the treasury, on one occasion hts annual 
report was made public rn advance of its 
transmission to Congress. Upon investi­ 
gation it was shown conclusively that the 
copy was given out by his private Secre­ 
tary. He was immediately dismissed and 
placed upon the black list, and snbee- 
quently died io this city in absolute pov­ 
erty, as the punishment of his breach of 
faith to his superior.

Immediately atter 
ttfo execution, tbe head aud trunk of tbe 
assassin were banded over to tbe doctors, 
who—notably Dr. Evrard—made the id l­ 
est and closest examination of them.

annihilated 
rn the head, at least, within five minutes 
after the execution. Doubtless, bad it b^en 
possible to hasten the experiment, it would 
have been shown clearly that sensation 
stopped directly the knife fell; and we 
shoald have been rid forever of the ugly 
tear that life may not De extinct id the seat 
of human intelligence for a relatively long 
period after apparent death. It was found 
by the oy, on a minute investigation ol 
Pruner'd brain, that there were evident 
physical symptoms justifying the belief 
that he was not accountable for the atroc­ 
ities he QommUted, I don't know whether 
It is to be inferred that he was, therefore 
wrongly executed. 
Society seems to be
